John Lawson returns after 40 years 


He wandered out in the back room at the 
Sierra Madre News, enjoying the memories of 
seeing the old hot metal typesetting machines, hot 
metal presses. Things had changed, he remarked, 
when he saw the computer and the offset printing 
setup. 

And he remembered Sierra Madre in the 
earlier days. “When I was here, there were grape 
vineyards and orange orchards. We’d walk our 
bikes up Michillinda. On the left of us were 
grapes, and around us were pastures. On Arbor 
Day when we were at Woodrow Wilson Junior 
High, Howard Miller, Harold Brett and I planted 
the pepper tree out in Kersting Court. Then later 
I went into the Army Air Corps, and that’s 
when I took off and buzzed my friends here in 
town one day in March 40 years ago,’’ Lawson 
reminisced. 

He returned to Sierra Madre after the war 
(WWll) then left in the early ’50s “when the smog 
started.’’ This is his first trip back to Sierra Madre 
since then. 


Remember John Lawson? He remembers you 
... and you . .. and you. 

He’s the one who buzzed downtown Sierra 
Madre in an airplane 40 years ago this month. 

The headline in The News reported it: “Dare¬ 
devil pilot terrifies main street.” 

And after all these years he’s returned to 
the scene of the crime, to meet old friends, 
look up long-remembered streets and landmarks, 
and visit the old hometown. And it’s a sweet 


Lawson brought his daughter, Lisa, with him 
from their home on the island of Maui, Hawaiian 
Islands. They walked into The News office while 
he was telling his daughter how he folded news¬ 
papers here for 25C an hour in ’39, when 
he was in junior high. He whipped a comb out 
of his pocket and showed her how he creased 
the paper two ways with the back of a comb. 

,That’s when he lived in the Congregational Church 
parsonage with his mother, Ruana Lawson.
